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FEDERAL AID FOR HIGHWAYS. 


The principal change in the federal 
road bill, made by congress 
is the 
manner in which funds provided out 
of the federal treasury may be used. 
Each of the states 
will 
receive just 
about the same amount of money it 
has been getting; that is to say, the 
money appropriated by congress will 
be divided among the different states 
in about the same proportions as un­ 
der the federal aid act of 1916. 
The 
secretary of agriculture is given much 
larger powers, however, in determin­ 
ing ivhcre and how the money shall 
be s^ent and it is specifically provided 
that- it must be spent as to aid in the 
construction 
of interstate 
and inter­ 
county roads. 
Before any state can receive money 
out $>l the federal aid funds it is re­ 
quired under the new act to lay out a 
system of roads, to be approved by the 
secretary of agriculture, and to con­ 
sist of not more than 7 per cent of the 
roadj mileage of 
the 
state. 
Three- 
sevenths of this 7 per cent must be in­ 
terstate mileage* connecting the sim­ 
ilar roads in adjacent states and four- 
sevenths must be inter-county roads, 
connecting with 
the interstate high­ 
ways. 
The idea 
back 
of these pro­ 
visions, of course, is to prevent the ex­ 
penditure of federal aid funds on un­ 
correlated roads, laid out with an eye 
single to political results. 
It is stated further that under the 
provisions of the new bill 60 per cent 
of the state’s share 
of 
the federal 
money for roads is to be expended on 
interstate roads until they are com­ 
pleted. 
All the 
money 
may be ex­ 
pended upon these interstate roads if 
the state highway commission agrees. 
“This," it is stated, "is the first recog­ 
nition by the government of the prin­ 
ciple that it is the first duty of the 
government to assist in building its in­ 
terstate 
roads." 
The 
secretary 
of 
agriculture will have the final word 
as to the type of construction adopted, 
the purpose being to avoid spending 
federal money 
except 
on highways 
which will 
prove of a fairly perm a­ 
nent character. 
The act carries a federal appropria­ 
tion of $75.000,000 for road work of 
which $25,000,000 will be available 
immediately and the remaining $50,- 
000,000 on January 1 next. 
The ad­ 
vocates of an immediate 
appropria­ 
tion carried their point on the ground 
that work will thus be provided for 
thousands of men now unemployed. 


A WARNING TO CONGRESS. 


The New York Herald, a stalwart 
republican newspaper, 
fully 
agrees 
with those who see in recent elections 
a 
reaction 
against 
the 
republican 
party for which the Herald holds the 
pre.^ent republican congress responsi­ 
ble. 
"If congress 
district 
elections 
had been held," says The Herald, "it 
is not too much to say that some re­ 
publican strongholds would have been 
buried under landslides like the Hy- 
lan crash which fell upon New York." 
The people, according to The Herald, 
have grown weary of waiting tor the 
fulfilment 
of the 
promises 
which 
were made to them a year ago and 
they cannot understand 
why weeks 
and months have slipped away “with 
go few of 
the 
things 
accomplished 


which they expected this congress to 
accomplish." 
The Herald 
points 
specifically to 
the fact that 
nothing 
has yet been 
done about taxation, and there is no 
sign that when something is done it 
will be adequate to help ^he county on 
its feet again; that nothing final has 
been done about tariff revision, and 
the prospect is most disquieting; that 
nothing has yet been done "about get­ 
ting the national transportation sys­ 
tem on a basis where it can do the 
country’s hauling at a cost which will 
lighten the burden borne by Ameri­ 
can industry and business," and that 
nothing has been done on many other 
grave questions 
which 
the 
present 
congress was elected to deal with and 
settle. 
"There is one year left," says The 
Herald, "for congress to win back the 
approval of the public which it has 
so generally and painfully disappoint­ 
ed in the last year. 
It would better 
make the most of what time is left to 
get the 
job 
done 
and 
get it done 
right." 
This is straight talk but there 
is no reason to believe 
that 
it will 
make any impression on congress. All 
that The Herald says has been known 
on Capitol Hill 
from the beginning. 
The trouble there is an utter lack of 
leadership in both the house and the 
senate. 
The democrats have a great 
opportunity not only to win control of 
congress a year hence but to send men 
there w ho can display a real capacity 
for government. 


OUTLAW THE SUBMARINES. 
Great Britain’s desire to outlaw the 
submarines 
as 
a weapon 
of 
war 
ought to be met with hearty approval 
by all the nations engaged in the con­ 
ference. 
The proposal is one of merit 
and, to many people will seem to have 
quite as direct a bearing 
upon the 
problem of world peace, as do the pro­ 
posals submitted by Secretary Hughes 
regarding battle ships. 
The battleship may not be obsolete 
today, but it is nearly obsolete as a 
weapon for use in war between the 
Western Powers. 
There is hardly any 
doubt that in a few years it will be en­ 
tirely obsolete in this sense, the World 
War having demonstrated its vluner- 
abilitv to submarine attack, and the 
recent bombing tests having demon­ 
strated its even greater vulnerability 
to attack from the air. 
But the sub­ 
marine is at the beginning of its ca­ 
reer. 
Twenty-five 
years 
from now 
there will be few battleships in any 
navy, 
regardless 
of 
whether 
the 
Hughes plan is adopted or not, but 
there will be hundreds of submarines 
and, of course, thousands of aircraft. 
It seems to be impossible to abolish 
aircraft because a commercial airship 
can be converted very quickly into a 
war airship. 
But it should be possi­ 
ble to abolish submarines; and their 
abolition wfould do more to promote 
peace 
among 
the 
Western Powers 
than the abolition of capital ships. 
The fact is, of 
course, 
that 
Mr. 
Hughes’s plan is mainly an economic 
measure, and, important as Ihe eco­ 
nomic problem is, it is not as impor­ 
tant as the peace problem. 
It; is to be 
hoped that as the conference proceeds 
the peace problem 
will loom larger; 
and it may be Mr. Hughes’s intention 
that it shall do so and that a real peace 
policy shall be adopted. 
Ten years 
from now even if there were not a b at-j 
tleship in the w orld, the w estern n a -1 
tions could still wage terrific warfare 1 
against each other with submarines,! 
aircraft and the chemicals and gases | 
which are now* being perfected. Even 
if only a beginning w ere made in deal­ 
ing with the peace problem, all valid 
objections to Mr. Hughes’s plan would 
disappear.
